GERMAN SOLDIERS “ INCREASINGLY PESSIMISTIC.” 

The "44 BsesWitness * “in a report suysi— 

There. hav been the usual shelling to report, but no engagement of 
special importance. The British marksmanship, lately haus had. many 
‘successes, and it is claimed to have disposed of 18 snipers in three days. 
Wo exploded o, mine at De Touqnet on the 9th inst., under a wall 
forming part of the front of: the enemy line. 
excavation in Oo waterlogged urea, the operation proved a complete 
“success; un ‘enormous crater replaced the loopholed wull. "The German 
losses must have been considerable, ax the wall und neighbouring tren- 


hag were fully manned. Fhe~following “day” the enemy “fired “a ~mine 


under our trenches withont causing any damuge. According to a Ger- 
man deserter the enemy's bread rations have heen further reduced, 
‘and now ona loaf daily has to be divided among four men. He says 
that although noti fully recovered. from this wound, he was sent back 
ta tho front. Many men had beon deterred from deserting because 
they: were peasant proprietors, and would loxw everything by. ko doing. 
Letters found npon German, solders show that they had . hecome 
increasingly. ‘pessimistic, withough. efforts lave been made to. prevent 
civilians ‘veferring to ‘the food question when writing to the front: The 
generul stite‘of mind in the enemy ‘s Tunks is hard to realise. The disci- 
pline is principally due to feur, the mén being in terror of their officers, 
who behave with a truculence befitting slave-drivers and use"the ‘‘ cat. 
o'-nine-taily.'’ Is has been well-established in the cause of a soldier 
captured at Neuve Chapelle thut they ure in such feur of the officers 
that there is a general atmosphere of distrust among. the men, who do 
pot caro to speak to one another of their grievances, in caso their com- 
plaints reach the -earx of thier seniors, The slightest fault.is punished 
with extreme severity, the offender often being tied to a tree for hours. 
These methods, however, xeern to suit the German temperament. 
Though having o degrading effect upon the men, who are gradually, 
brutalixed, most of the acts of savagery ure perpetrated by. men belong- 
ing to the active army or older men exposed to thexe methods of training. 
There isa marked difference with more recent recruits. 
of bullying and the exercise of brute force has tended to fill all ranks 
_ with an overmastering sense of the power ani invincibility of the army, 
and imbued the soldiers with a sense of their collective superiority over 
the ‘rest of the. world. While this confidence is diminishing it can 
only be dissipated by a defeut which can neither be convzuled nor ex- 
pluined away.
